It there wm one man more tban 
another responsible for the splendid 
record of the 16Bth Infantry In 
action, that man was Father Duffy. 
So My the men of, the old CMxty- 
atBth, wbe luTt ««m« back 
ironad«d and an now la the nearby 
howltals. 00 UT, too, the men of 
the 165th who wore not of the 
Fighting Irish roglauat, but wero 
merged with It and went ihrouRh 
the war in the bloo<i brotliorhocMl. 
n>ey were BOldlera of the Seventh, 
Twelfth, Twenty-third and Seventy- 
lint regiments, and truly there 
was glory enough to go round. 

What part Father Duffy played 
In the Incessant fighting will not 
be told in full till all his loyal boys 
return, but enough new* baa come 
from oveneas to show what man- 
ner of man, what type of patriot, 
what sort of priest followed the 
Sag. Here then Is a brief account 
describing the qualities of the 
oonrageous obaplaln that were 
brought out ia the fierce test of 
war. Many friends in New York 
City have said that they would not 
recognise the soft-spoken, mild- 
mannered priest from the cabWd 
dispatches of his activity. But the 
men with whom he shared shell- 
hole and trenches say he never 
obaaged a bit 4o them, and bua> 
dreds of them Icaew bfan Intimately 
bi peaoe times. Wbaa last heard 
from Father Daffy vaa la a hospital 
In Franoa eonyaleMing from a 
wound reeelred in aotfon. 9^ haa 
been decorated by Geo. Pershtag 
with the DlAtingul^ed Service Cross 
for valor under fire and ronimended 
as a mighty factor in the mainten- 
ance of morale. It Is understood 
that he will ri-turn with the Cross 
of the Legion of Honor from the 
French (rovernment, if he will ac- 
cept the decoration. 

"Me? Oh, I'm a Jew, but that 
never made any difference to blmi 
Jew or Gentile, (SathoUo or Prat* 
etaant. Quaker, Mohanmedaa or 
Free Thiaker, we ware all aoldlera 
when It oame to the eriiit, aad he 
was always there." 

Private Harry Sang, of the 106th 
United States Infantry, totally dis- 
abled from several wounds, leaned 
back in his chair in St. Mary's Hos- 
pital in Hoboken and gazed out of 
the window across the water, H'^ 
visualized all that he had passed 
through in the long campaign, 
cloeed his eyes a moment and ex- 
pelled his breath with a sibilant 
shudder. Then he aaid: 

"Father Duffy rolled cigarettes 
for me la. the hospital when I was 
too weak to move my fingers. He 
laughed as be rolled them, and told 
me not to worry, aad somehow I 
didn't worry. Everything seemed 
all right while he wa.s there. You 
know, he even stuck the cigarette 
In niy mouth and lighted it and 
talked to me about ever>thing but 
war. I'll say he is the greatest 
man in France, but I don't have to 
sap it. Everybody knows It. You 
doat have to ask the Old Slxty- 
alath men. Ask anybody in an 
American uniform over there. He 
can have anything he wants from 
OS, and he won't take a thing! 
That's Father Duffy all over. He'll 
fight against hell Itself In the open 
for any "soldier; but for himself — 
that's the only man in the army he 
never thinks about." 

All that Private .Sang said was 
(K>rroborated from dozens of men 
In the same hospital, usually with 
less detail, but always with equal 
emphasis. Letters from the trenches 
add to the endless accumulation of 
testimony to the seh-saerlfldng 
heroism of the chaplain, but from 
himself no word has come to In- 
dicate that he did anything out of 
the routine work of his vocation. 

Private Patrick Rooney In talkiu!; 
to newspapermen abroad summed 
up the rtoldlers' eantiment towarJ 
Father l>uffy In this fashion: 

"Just say he's a regular gny; and 
you've said it all." 

This was after the charge of the 
166th across the Ourcq river, when 
the Bev. Francis P. Duffy, coatless, 
grimy with mud and powder, and 
sweating from eveiy pore labored 
117 hours without rest, In the face 
of spraying metal from the G«rman 
line.s. Here he administered the 
last rites of the church he honors 
to li dying (loidier of IiIk owu iuitli; 
there he carried a sti'etcher end as 
a beai>er was shot down in the rain 
of snipers' bullets; now at the first 
aid station; then at the front line 
•xhorting his (lock — for they are 
always a flock In bis eyes — to vic- 
tory. It was tor this that he was 
daeorated. 

He was a ebapAain In the Spanish- 
American war and stayed with the 
Stacty-niatb through the border dis- 
turbance. He was a staid professor 
of philosophy at Dunwoodie Sem- 
inary and then a parish priest in 
the Bronx, till ihi' wur called hlni 
to the field again. He wrote to the 
Wotnen'a Auxlll.ary of the lC5th 
long letters, and nev«r a word of 
hjmsolf. fiut of the men with whom 
marched he said: 

"They deserve all that anyone

Ia a letter to f^er ODonohoe. 
bis parish asslstaat, be Jested at 

war's horrors as applied to him, 
saying: 

"If you could see me this minuto 
you'd make some remark along the 
lines of Captain McSherry's famous 
toast: 'If this be war, may we 
never have p«ac€.' 1 am seated 
near a comfortable fire in a car- 
peted room with lace curtains and 
a canopy over a fine big bed, with 
an orderly doing my work and do- 
ing it thoroughly for fear of losing 
the best Job in the army. Oiva the 
chUdren in school my blessing. I 
know all the ehUdrea In every town 
I've been ia, but none like those 
In my parish." 

This was before the Oitrcq. 
It was the last canopied bed and 
comfortable tire that the fighting 
chaplain enioyed for many a long 
day.

The friends of Ppof. Bardla B. 
Cherry, candtdata tor the Demo- 
cratic nomination for QOTKBOr, 
claim that they bare aarolod a 

working majority of . the Demo- 
cratic leaders to support their 
favorite and that the rumored pos- 
sible entries of Oen, Percy Haly 
and others would cut no figure in 
the contest. The announcement of 
I'rof. H. II. Cherry appeals to all 
regardless of politics and his back- 
ers say that his candidacy would 
bring united support to the ticket 
in November. On the other hand 
Lieut. Got. Black is making .i 
hustling canvass and his friends 
plead that his aomlaatlon would 
disrupt the laeventh district, which 
Is known as the Republican bul- 
wark. Anyway it appears as If the 
contest for tlM nomination will be 
between Meesrs, Cherry and Black. 
Speaking of Percy Haly, the Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer correspondent in- 
fers that he may be a candidate and 
at the same time lets drop the news 
that the General ia preparing to 
take a hand and take rharge of 
Democratic affairs in the Fifth dis- 
trlst. That mere announcement 
-stirred many loyal Democrats in 
Louisville, who rebel at e*m the 
suggestion of Haly's domination, 
and it^mli^t be said that Haly with 
all his boasted power was never 
able to secure a corporal's guard 
In this city and with no real oppo- 
sition Haly and his friends could 
only muster a few thousand votes 
here in 1914 for Beckham, sup- 
ported and aided by the entire city 
and county administration. And 
that same situation applies today. 
Loyal Democrats here will not stand 
for Haly domination. 

Louis Y. Johnson, Secretary to 
big Repoblioan Boas Hert, Chair- 
man of the Board of Safety and 
former reporter on the Qonrier- 
Journal, Is the latest to try ani 
hypnotise the Louisville public into 
believing that -we have a real police 
department and his table of figures, 
etc., publiahed in the columns of 
the Courier-Journal, was a scream. 
The other papers published the 
.same line of "bunk," but none fell 
tor it like the Courier-Journal. 
Whether intentionally or uninten- 
tionally, the lattOr paper brazenly 
publishlngjy all of Jobason's press 
agent screed about our efficient po- 
lice, etc., without offeribg an 
apology to its Psaders. The Cour- 
ier-Journal knows, Johneon know^, 
the public knows and the knowledge 
is world wide that LoulsviHe has a 
Keystone comedy police force, and 
the administration privately admits 
that we have a lot of "yap" motor- 
liien and conductors masquerading 
in police uniforms.

At the most significant gathering 
of representatives of the Irish race 

ever held in New York, and whose 
effects are already apparent, the 
veteran John Devoy, who has given 
the \yest efforts of his long life to 
Ireland's cause, delivered a short 
but unansweiaMa addnaa, in which 
be aaid: 

At this hour of the night, and 
after the splendid oratory that you 
have listened to, it seems to me 
utterly out of place that a man of 
my position and antecedents should 
latrude on your attention. I am a 
sarrivor of a generation that is fast 

I passing away: and I want to say 

(that in the fifty-eight years of my 
connection with the Irish National 
movement I have never been more 
filled with joy, with hope and with 

' confldenco in its ultimate success 
than 1 have been by this meeting 

■ here tonight (applause). 

I We have entered on a new em 
in the Irish movement. The speecii 
dellveied to you by His Eminence 
Cardinal O'Connell I hope will be 
sent to every Bishop and every 
priest of the Catholic church, and to 
every dignitary and every minister 
of every Protestant domination In 
the country (apylaass) ; beoaoss it Is 
a plea for the freedom of Ireland 
to the Christian wortd that Is so 
eloquent, so forcible and, notwith- 
standing Its mild language, se in- 
exorable in its logic, tliat It can not 

I fail to make a deep impression. 

I We are lie re tonight to hold up 

{ the hands of President Wilson in 
probably the most difficult task that 
ever a President of the United 
States undertook; a more difficult 
problem than any statesman in 
European history ever undertook — 
that is, to induce the Peace Con- 
ference representbig powers that 
have Jost mnerged from the greatest 
war in all history, and so flushed 
with the victory Which American 
arms gabled them to win, that they 
will probably be little Inclined to 
listen to a plea for a small and 
weak nation like Ireland. 

We don't know that President 
Wilson intends to bring the Irish 
question directly before the con- 
ference; he has never said that tie 

i will. We don't know whether he 
only intends to bring it privately 
before the English representatives 
at that conference: but we do know 
that his solemn declaration com- 
mitted him irrevocably to bringing 
the case of all peoples — all op- 
pressed peoples — before that con- 
gress. If he leaves Ireland out I 
am afraid he will never live long 
enough to live it down. 

I He will meet with tremendous op- 
position. Already there is vocifer- 
ous protest against some of the 

I projects, or plans, that Iw intt-ndH 
to bring before that conference- — 
protests coming mainly from Eng- 
land, but re-echoed on this side of 
tbe Atliintif l y men who ought to 
be ashamed us Americans to make 
a demonstration before the dvlllsed 
world that tbe American people do 
not stand united behind tbe man 
that represents the United States at 
the Peace Oonferencp. for that is 
the purpose of their (j:>iio.. iiion. 

If we consider tho opiiosition to 
his plans fur freedom of the seas 
and for the I^-asue of Nations - 
crowing In volume every day, ac- 
cording to the cable dispatches — 
bow much stronger will be tLe op- 



position to his plea for Irrtand 
with England in practical control 
of tbe conferenceT In some form or 
other that plea must come into the 
mlhds of the delegates to the con- 
ference, even it they do not for- 
njally or officially dL-^cus-s it. 

But whether that conference 
deals wii*- the question, settles the 
question, oi Induces England to 
settle it to th\ satisfaction of the 
majority of the Iris'.: i>»'»'jle or not; 
if that question Is not settL't it will 
remain open to trouble the w^rld, 
and to trouble England until It I'i 
finally settled. No question was 
ever settled unless it was aettled 
right; aad the Irish qnestion will 
not be settled until the majority of 
the Irish people declare their fun 
and complete satisfaction with tbe 
settlement proposed (applaoas). 



VATIOAK PLBAOOD. 



According to a Havas puss dis- 
patch from Paris, Monsignor Cer- 
rettl. Papal Under Secn'taiy of 
State, who called on President Wll- 

»last week, said Monday that 
Tialt. was purely private and 
that "he was tafisfied with the re- 
sults of bis coBTsraatioa with the 
President. The Vatican statssman 
added that he was going to the 
United States for the single purpose 
of representing Pope Benedict at the 
jubilee of Cardinal Gibbons. He 
will sail from Lisbon January 1. 
Pope Benedict, Monsignor Cerretti 
added, approves of the principle of 
the I..eague of Nations. The Vati- 
can, he continued, has no precon- 
ceived idea as to participation in 
the peace conference or in subse- 
quent international conferences. It 
win set forth its opinions, he con- 
cluded, if invited to do so. Mon- 
signor Cerretti said he had no 
mandate to settle questions which 
havp been biought forward.

on the L aLorraine last wsA. These 
Secretaries had seen servloe on 
every battle front in France aad 
Belgium and all related many thrill- 
ing experiences. Each had been 
under fire and many had wltnesaed 
some of the bloodiest battles of the 
year. Every man In tho party un- 
derwent many severe hardships 
while seiving our fighters. For 
month.s ihey experienced all the 
trials and many of the dangera of 
soldiers in the actual fighting lines. 
They traveled right with Pershing's 
men, served them while they fought 
at Chateau Thierry, while they were 
Ironing out the Hon salient at St. 
Mihiel .and whUe they chased the 
foe back toward the German border. 

Throngh these and other Secre- 
taries the Knights of Columbus 
served our soldiers on every fight- 
ing line. Through them a constant 
^ow of Knights of Columbus sup-

C. S. ("Sandy") Chapman, of 
Boston, who In civilian life is an 
actor, served as spokesman for tho 
party and painted a graphic word 
picture of their thrilling experi- 
ence.i. He described the effective 
Knights of Columbus work in be- 
half of our fighters and concluded 
by saying: "When the two million 
American sddlcrs and sailors re- 
turn from the war the world will 
learn, through them, of the won- 
derfal work In their behalf per- 
formed by the Knights ef Colum- 
bus. Two million men will always 
revere the Knights of Columbus 
for their unparalled services ' to 
Pershing's and Sims' men." 

Chapman went over the list of 
Secretaries who arrived with him on 
the LaLorraine and was able to re- 
late some stirring experience or ex- 
periences that eacli man had while 
serving for the Knights. It was a 
tale that paid tribute to American 
soldiers when they were in tbe very 
shadow of death aad suffsriag from 
wrounds reieived while fighting to 
uphold American tradition of love 
for liberty.
